OVERTRAINING FOR ATHLETICS 
AND POOR COOKING IN HOMES 
GET BLAME FOR T. B. INCREASE 


Overtraining of high school pupils for the purpose of promoting 
athletics and the poor cooking of present day mothers were charg­ 
ed with responsibility for rn pronounced increase in tuberculosis by Mrs. 
Tate Thompson, executive secretary of the California State Tuberculosis 
association, in an address delivered yesterday at the meeting of the Ki- 
wanis dub. 
. , 
•'Until I became Interested In th e ^ 
work of the association I did not 
know there were so 
many 
poor 
cooks 
among 
mothers 
of 
this 
state.” the secretary declared. In ar- I 
ralgnlng the mothers for what ahs 
asserted to be their lack of interest , 
In cooking for their children foods 
compatible with the health condi­ 
tion of their offspring. 
Asserting 
that 
Investigations 
had revealed that more 
demands 
for beds In tuberculosis sanitarium s 
come from high school pupils than 
from adults, Mrs. Thompson 
de­ 
clared that overtraining and dieting 
to reduce weight to fit pupils for 
athletics were exacting a 
severe 
toll among those who 
engage 
in 
sports. 
Proper Poods N ecessary 
Pointing out that proper foods 
were necessary to maintenance of 
health of growing children, the sec­ 
retary criticized mothers for their 
asserted indifference to the prepar­ 
ation of such foods. 
Reciting facts pertaining to 
the 
organisation and development 
of 
the association, state and national, 
the speaker said that the Institu­ 
tion of sanitarium s had Its begin­ 
ning in the establishment, at S ara­ 
nac Lake. N. Y., of a hospital for 
the care of tubercular patients. 
Recounting experiments and ex­ 
periences In the work of develop­ 
ing a cure for the disease and pre­ 
vention work that Is being 
done, 
Mrs. Thompson said th at cure and 
prevention work had 
reduced 
the 
death rate, in 
approximately 
19 
years, from 300 In 1000 persons to 
88 In 1000. 
"With the 
exception 
of 
New 
York, California has the 
greatest 
I number of hospital 
beds 
In 
the 
I union." Mrs. Thompson said. "The 
value of these beds is reflected In 
that In this state the white plague 
death rate has been reduced from 
189 per 100.000 persons to 142. The 
death rate Is dropping 
In 
every 
county except where no organized 
fight Is being carried on against 
the disease.” 
Touching upon conditions In O r­ 
ange county, the speaker said that 
JO the last 12 years 
10O0 persons 
had died from the disease In this 
district. 
Ne Excuse for Disease 
"There is no excuse for 
having 
the disease In Orange county ex­ 
cept by contact with persons 
a f­ 
flicted before coming here or by 
contact with persona who have the 
complaint but do not know it,” the 
secretary commented. 
"You 
have 
the finest climate, you

one of the wealthiest counties in 
the state. In my opinion, It will not j

TOE NAILS 


It Is surprising; how the moat fa s­ 
tidious women neglect the ra re of 
their feet. 
Any chiropodist could 
tell you, lf he would, the num ber of 
exquisitely 
groom ed 
women

come to him w ith feet in a disgrace­ 
ful state of neglect. 
Shoes cover 
such a num ber of faults and do It 
so well, th a t one forgets the toe 
nails need alm ost as m uch a tte n ­ 
tion as the fingernails. 
P erhaps th a ts an exaggeration. 
Th® toe nails should be cut once a 
week and cleaned every few days. 
! A well kept 
foot 
should have a 
I weekly pedicure. Just as a well kept 
| hand haa a thorough weekly m ani­ 
cure. 
T his m eans th a t the toes are 
I soaked In w ater, as the fingers are, 
to loosen 
the 
cuticle around the 
nails, the nails are cut, (straight 
i across using the toe nail scissors or 
Ism ail, sharp scissors) the loose cuti- 
J cie around the nails is scraped and 
cut off w here It grow s down, and 
each nail Is carefully cleaned under- 
* neath w ith a nail file. 
The big toe 
! nails are cut with a V shape, point- 
mg In, so th at the nails, autom ati- 
1 cally draw ing together to form a 
straig h t line, pull th eir edges out 
of the 
flesh, 
w here 
they 
would 
otherw ise grow painful and become 
ingrow ing toe nails. 
To protect fine stockings, each 
nail should be sm oothed over w ith 
I an emery board, 
so 
there are no 
sharp points to catch and tear inei 


silk. 
If the nails grow very thick, 
as happens som etim es from pressure 
from the shoe, a chiropodist should 
file them down w ith pum ice stone. 
A disk of pum ice is attached to a 
machine, and w hirls rapidly, w ear­ 
ing off the thick nail w ithout pain. 
Now and then, w hen practical, the 
toe nails should be rubbed w ith 
petrolatum or cold cream or som e­ 
thing thick and greasy.

ment of w ater in different types of 
soils. 
The object of ♦he field demon 
Stratton was to show the ranchers 
Just w hat policy to pursue with 
their own particular grove.

demonstration showed

close the furrows should be placed 
and the proper length of time to 
hold the w ater for the different 
types of soil. 
Mr. 
Hodgson 
emphasized 
the 
necessity of the g owers thinking 
for themselves 
and

soli that might exist. 
He stated 
that in sand 
soil, 
the 
furrows 
should be close together and the 
water should be applied over a 
short period, while In a heavy soil 
It wa* necessary that the furrows 
be farther apart and the water 
held for a longer time.

flowing for a certain length of time 
to see how far the water had pen­ 
etrated. 
At the morning session yester­ 
day, a report was given by Dr. A. 
R. C. Haas, of the Riverside ex­

trees. 
Dr. Haas has conducted a series 
of experiments over a period

been denied certain requisite ele­ 
ments for the proper growth of the 
tree.

A tree also required 
phosphorus, sulphur, calcium, m ag­ 
nesium, Iron and nitrogen, ail of 
which are taken from the soil by 
the tree roots. 
The lack of any of these ele­ 
ments was quickly shown in the 
appearance of the leaves. Dr. Haas 
stated. 
A healthy condition of the 
leaf indicates that th* quantity of 
the needed elements 
was 
about 
right, 
while 
an 
off color 
leaf 
showed that some of these 
re ­ 
quirements were lacking. Dr. Haas 
has studied this phase of the prob­ 
lem so closely that he can tell the 
factor needed. 
Of these factors needed in the 
•oil, Dr. 
Hang stated that cal­ 
cium was needed 
in 
the 
largest 
quantities. 
About 83 per cent of 
the ash of a citrus leaf Is calcium. 
If the tree Is unable to get cal­ 
cium. an unhealthy 
condition 
in 
the leaf becomes apparent at once, 
he stated. 
He snid that growers 
were throwing money away in ad ­ 
ding lime to their groves as lime 
was insoluble and could not be 
taken into the tree as calcium. 
Dr. Haas stated that there were 
Just two ways of adding oalclum 
to 
the 
tree. 
First, 
by 
adding 
soluble calcium in the commercial 
form of nitrate of lime and, sec­ 
ondly. by applying organic m atter 
such as manure, cover 
crop# 
or 
bean straw. 
By the last method, 
carbonic acid was formed in the 
decaying process and this acid set* 
free calcium.

Thomas A. Edison, who has just 
retired from the active m anage­ 
ment of the company he estab­ 
lished and de /eloped, has given his 
views on a question often dis­ 
cussed by theoretical sociologists. 
That question is whether m achin­ 
ery, quantity production and 
the 
constant acceleration of the rate 
of production are compatlb]# with 
a high state of true culture. 
Mr. Edison denies th at there is 
any conflict 
between 
machinery 
a d the spirit of man, or between 
quantity production 
and 
man's 
appreciation of quality and beuuty. 
He 
affirms 
that 
machine-made 
products can be more artistic than 
those made by hand, and that the 
worker who controls the machine 
becomes more efficient and Intelli­ 
gent through that function Instead 
of becoming autom atic 
and 
m e­ 
chanical. 
Machinery has relieved men and 
women of many hard 
and 
un ­ 
pleasant tasks, but, in Mr. E di­ 
son's words, man Is still too much 
of a slave, in an industrial sense. 
More machinery is needed to com­ 
plete his emancipation. 
The hope 
of the race, Mr. Edison asserts, is 
in more complex and more perfect 
machines and 
in 
ever-increaatng 
production of the necessaries a n d ; 
comforts of existence. 
Machinery 
has shortened the hours of labor [ 
and provided opportunity for the 


mental and spiritual development 
of the masses, more 
and 
better 
machinery will mean still more 
leisure and more time for the arts 
and sciences. 
The machine, like the sciences 
which teach man to make m achin­ 
ery, Is morally neutral. 
It can be 
uted destructively as well as con­ 
structively.
